Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant's representative argued that exhaust plate C taught by 
Lyman primarily catches condensation from the sidewalls and from the underside of support C, not from exhaust hole 
A'. Applicant's representative proposed an amendment to the independent claims to recite that the exhaust plate is 
disposed to collect liquified etchant substantially from the exhaust hole. Examiner argued that exhaust plate C would 
be structurally capable of performing in the recited manner, particularly since support C is larger in diameter than 
exhaust plate C\ and thus would direct condensation from head B' to sidewalls B. Applicant's representative proposed 
an amendment to the independent claims to recite that the support part is smaller in diameter than the exhaust plate 
(ex. Figure 3 of instant application). Examiner indicated that such an amendment would be favorably considered as 
further structurally defining the claimed invention, but that further consideration, search, and examination would be 
necessary.
